PUBLISHER'S  PREFACE. 


The  publication  of  this  Bibliography  of  Clays  and  the  Ceramic 
Arts  is  an  occasion  of  more  than  passing  importance  to  the  Amer- 
ican Ceramic  Society,  and  to  the  large  body  of  persons  who  are 
interested  in  the  industrial,  artistic  or  historic  side  of  clay  man- 
ufacture. Its  significance  proceeds  from  a number  of  causes : 

First.  Professor  Branner  has  been  working  away  steadily 
for  io  years  since  the  publication  of  his  first  edition,  quietly  and 
without  popular  credit,  accumulating  data  for  this  volume.  This 
work  has  been  done  in  spare  moments  — moments  taken  from  a 
life  full  of  urgent  duties  and  pressing  responsibilities  to  his  stu- 
dents, his  University,  and  the  public.  Latterly,  unable  to  carry 
out  alone  the  tremendous  amount  of  research  in  foreign  lan- 
guages and  foreign  libraries,  he  has  employed  assistants  in  nearly 
every  country  in  Europe  to  supplement  his  own  work,  in  order 
to  make  this  work  as  nearly  complete  as  possible.  All  this  he 
has  done  at  private  expense.  And  now,  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
work,  he  has  given  the  product  of  his  labors  to  the  American 
Ceramic  Society,  without  solicitation  or  reservation,  except  the 
promise  to  publish  it. 

The  Society  feels  that  the  unselfish  devotion  and  the  utter 
absence  of  self-interest  betrayed  in  this  course  is  as  beautiful  as 
it  is  unusual.  It  is  a fine  example  of  the  best  traditions  of  schol- 
arship and  the  true  spirit  of  the  scientist.  In  paying  this  tribute 
to  Professor  Branner,  the  Society  chiefly  honors  itself. 

Second.  It  is  a profound  gratification  to  the  Society  that 
it  should  have  advanced  so  far  in  the  estimation  of  men  of  letters 
and  science,  that  it  should  have  been  selected  as  the  proper  medium 
for  presenting  this  monumental  work  to  the  public.  Appreciation 
like  this  would  be  most  grateful  to  any  organization,  especially  one 
so  recently  entered  into  the  field,  and  will  inspire  it  to  yet  more 
strenuous  efforts  to  deserve  this  confidence,  by  strengthening  its 
work  and  broadening  its  activities. 

Third.  The  author  recognizes  the  same  broad  division  or 
classification  of  the  field  of  Ceramics  for  which  the  American 
Ceramic  Society  stands : the  whole  field  of  silicate  technology  is 
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covered  by  his  list  of  titles.  Support  from  such  a source  will 
do  much  to  bring  into  public  acceptance  this  construction  of  the 
word  Ceramics. 

Fourth.  Professor  Branner’s  generosity  in  presenting  his 
text  to  the  Society  has  enabled  it  in  turn  to  serve  the  public  by 
publishing  and  distributing  the  volume  at  a very  moderate  cost. 
If  the  labor  in  preparing  this  book  were  recompensed  at  the  rate 
to  which  it  is  justly  entitled,  the  work  would  not  be  within  popu- 
lar reach.  As  it  is,  every  one  who  really  cares  to  study  in  this 
field  can  own  the  book  without  sacrifice. 

Fifth.  We  believe  that  this  work,  placing  in  concrete  form 
before  the  young  students  of  the  rising  generation  the  sources 
of  the  knowledge  which  they  are  seeking  to  acquire,  is  destined 
to  profoundly  affect  the  scholarship  and  progress  of  our  time  in 
this  branch  of  human  endeavor.  The  purposes  and  objects  of 
this  Society  are  fundamentally  educational  and  altruistic,  and  in 
publishing  this  book,  we  are  grateful  to  Professor  Branner  for 
this  opportunity  of  again  serving  the  public  and  the  ceramic 
industries  of  the  world.

AUTHOR'S  PREFACE. 


The  original  edition  of  this  bibliography  was  published  in 
1896  as  Bulletin  143  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey.  The  ex- 
haustion of  that  edition  and  the  notable  additions  to  ceramic 
literature  made  during  the  last  ten  years  have  induced  the  Amer- 
ican Ceramic  Society  to  issue  the  present  revised  and  greatly 
enlarged  edition.  The  first  edition  contained  2961  titles;  the 
present  one  contains  6027  titles.  The  additions  however  are  not 
entirely  of  titles  published  since  1896,  but  include  many  books 
and  papers  that  were  overlooked  in  the  preparation  of  the  first 
edition. 

The  subject  of  clays,  kaolins,  and  the  ceramic  arts  branch  out 
in  so  many  directions  that  the  question  often  arises  as  to  how 
much  can  properly  be  included  in  or  excluded  from  their  biblio- 
graphy. Industries  based  upon  clays  range  all  the  way  from 
the  manufacture  of  the  commonest  bricks,  through  drain-tiles, 
paving  bricks,  fire-bricks,  furnace  linings,  retorts,  crucibles,  sewer 
pipes,  sanitary  ware,  and  all  kinds  of  earthenware,  terra-cotta, 
and  chinaware,  up  to  the  finest  of  porcelains  and  enamels.  One 
can  therefore  look  at  these  matters  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  farmer,  the  architect,  the  civil  or  the  sanitary  engineer,  the 
metallurgist,  the  artist,  the  chemist,  the  geologist,  the  anthropol- 
ogist, or  the  archaeologist.  The  question  as  to  where  to  stop 
is  thus  constantly  presenting  itself.  Under  such  circumstan- 
ces it  is  impossible  to  meet  very  precisely  one’s  own  or  anybody 
else’s  expectations.  This  wide  diversity  of  interests  necessarily 
causes  a corresponding  scattering  of  the  literature  through  a 
wide  range  of  technical  journals  and  has  greatly  increased  the 
labor  of  gathering  the  titles. 

In  preparing  the  present  bibliography  some  effort  has  been 
made  to  give  titles  relating  to  all  phases  of  the  subject  except 
the  prehistoric,  and  while  there  are  many  of  that  class  also,  a 
great  deal  relating  to  ancient  Grecian,  Etruscan,  and  archaic  mat- 
ter has  been  purposely  omitted.  Those  in  need  of  information 
on  these  branches  of  ceramics  would  do  well  to  consult  the 
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Archaologische  Zeitung,  Archaeologia,  the  (British)  Archaeo- 
logical Journal,  and  other  archaeological  publications.  There  is 
a bibliography  of  Greek  ceramics  in  Huddleston’s  “Letters  from 
Greek  pottery”,  N.  Y.,  1902,  while  Weale’s  bibliography  pub- 
lished in  1895  by  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  contains  558 
titles  on  antique  Greek  ceramics  at  pages  71-114. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  list  specifications  of  patents 
and  descriptions  of  machinery  relating  to  the  manufacture  and 
technology  of  ceramics  in  this  country,  but  under  the  head  of 
“Great  Britain,  Patent  Office”  reference  is  made  to  the  abridge- 
ments of  specifications  of  the  British  Patent  Office;  the  Journal 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  (London)  also  gives  ab- 
stracts of  such  patents.  A great  many  analyses  of  clays,  clay- 
shales,  and  related  materials  are  scattered  through  the  Jahrbucher 
der  K.  K.  geologischen  Reichsanstalt.  The  most  important  of 
these  are  given  in  the  bibliography,  but  some  of  them  have  been 
intentionally  omitted,  while  some  of  them  may  have  been  unin- 
tentionally overlooked. 

A large  number  of  brief  abstracts  of  articles  from  the  clay 
journals  are  published  in  the  Berg-  und  Huttenmannische  Zei- 
tung. No  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  all  of  these  titles. 
Resumes  of  importance  are  also  given  under  the  head  of  “Fort- 
schritte  in  der  Thonindustrie”,  and  of  “Neuerungen  in  der  Thon- 
waarenindustrie”,  in  Dingler’s  Polytechnisches  Journal,  and  in 
Wagner’s  Jahres-Bericht  der  chemischen  Technologie.  Current 
technical  literature  of  importance  is  also  mentioned  in  the  Reper- 
torium  der  technischen  Journal-Literatur  published  at  Berlin. 

Where  books  have  passed  through  several  editions,  the  var- 
ious editions  are  mentioned  in  so  far  as  it  has  been  found  con- 
venient, but  no  especial  effort  has  been  made  to  make  the  infor- 
mation regarding  these  different  editions  complete.  Periodicals 
relating  to  ceramics  are  listed  under  the  general  head  of  “Periodi- 
cals”, and  under  this  they  are  subdivided  into  American,  English, 
French,  etc. 

Some  of  the  most  important  technical  works  published  of 
late  have  appeared  only  in  periodicals  devoted  to  clays.  Such 
papers  are  not  specifically  mentioned  in  the  present  list  for  the 
reason  that  it  is  quite  impossible  to  give  indexes  of  those  journals. 

The  literature  of  southern  and  western  Europe  has  been 
pretty  thoroughly  gone  over,  and  it  is  believed  that  nothing  of 
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prime  importance  in  those  countries  has  been  overlooked.  No 
effort  has  been  made,  however,  to  include  titles  from  the  Rus- 
sian language. 

For  the  fulness  of  the  list  on  Chinese  and  Japanese  ceramics 
acknowledgments  are  due  Mrs.  H.  C.  Hoover  of  London.  A 
number  of  titles  from  the  Dutch  have  been  compiled  by  Frederik 
Muller  & Cie.  of  Amsterdam,  while  the  Danish  titles  have  been 
compiled  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Victor  Madsen  of  Copenhagen. 

In  preparing  this  second  edition  I have  had  the  valuable  aid 
of  Mr.  A.  J.  Lamoureux,  an  experienced  editor,  who  has  patiently 
put  in  shape  my  rough  notes  and  examined  the  late  volumes  of 
periodicals.

EXPLANATION  OF  SIGNS  AND  ABBREVIATIONS. 


In  the  descriptions  of  books  and  references  to  periodicals 
in  this  volume,  the  purpose  has  been  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible 
the  marks  and  abbreviations  that  would  be  unintelligible  to  the 
general  reader.  It  has  been  necessary,  however,  to  employ  a 
few  typographical  marks  in  connection  with  the  descriptions, 
and  to  abbreviate  many  of  the  titles  of  periodicals  cited. 

Where  no  original  title  was  found  and  one  has  been  provided, 
and  where  words  are  added  by  the  compiler  to  complete  or  explain 
a title,  such  title  and  words  are  included  in  brackets  [ ] and 

should  be  credited  to  the  compiler. 

In  the  cases  of  books  devoted  to  other  subjects,  the  volume, 
part  and  page  in  which  clays  or  ceramics  are  discussed,  have 
been  given  wherever  possible.  These  references  are  usually 
given  in  parentheses  at  the  end  of  the  description.  In  the  case 
of  periodicals,  however,  the  volume  and  page  reference  follows 
the  title.

In  abbreviating  the  titles  of  periodicals,  no  special  effort  has 
been  made  to  follow  any  particular  system,  or  to  include  all  the 
periodicals  cited.  Where  no  space  could  be  gained  through 
abbreviation,  the  full  title  is  usually  given.  In  the  great  major- 
ity of  cases  the  abbreviations  used  will  be  easily  understood,  as 
“Century  Mag.”,  “Rev.  of  Reviews”.  In  other  cases,  however, 
particularly  those  of  foreign  periodicals,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  employ  abbreviations  that  will  not  be  so  readily  understood. 
The  greater  part  of  these  are  given  below.  It  is  presumed  that 
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those  not  included  are  sufficiently  like  these  to  render  it  unnec- 
essary to  occupy  space  with  a complete  list.
